May  we  grasp  every  opportunity  of  helping 
people  in  physical  or  mental  distress  and  of 
doing  all  we  can  to  spread  the  spirit  of  recon- 
ciliation, trust,  and  hope  in  our  distraught  coun- 
try.

MESSAGE  FROM  KAIMOS! 

To  Friends  Everywhere: 

The  Friends  World  Committee  for  Consulta- 
tion has  met  in  western  Kenya,  its  members 
drawn  from  24  countries,  and  representing  37 
Yearly  Meetings.  We  have  discharged  the  com- 
mittee’s business  surrounded  and  sustained  by 
the  love  and  care  of  our  Friends  in  East  Africa 
Yearly  Meeting  and  the  Friends  Africa  Mission. 
The  experience  of  meeting  in  the  African  con- 
tinent is  unique  in  the  committee’s  history;  we 
think  it  right  to  share  with  Friends  everywhere 
our  response  to  this  brief  but  profound  experi- 
ence. 

In  our  visits  to  the  meetings  for  worship  of 
our  East  African  Friends  we  have  been  deeply 
moved.  We  have  shared  in  the  meetings  and 
have  had  some  sense  of  what  the  first-century 
Christian  fellowship  might  have  been.  The  gen- 
erosity of  their  offering  to  meet  the  needs  of 
those  in  special  distress  baptized  us  afresh  into 
the  meaning  of  the  unlimited  liability  we  bear 
for  each  other. 

In  our  times  of  worship  and  fellowship  to- 
gether we  have  been  drawn  very  close  to  our 
Friends  here  in  Africa  in  the  overwhelming 
speed  of  the  changes  by  which  their  daily  lives 
are  affected.  They  have  helped  to  make  us 
aware  of  the  challenge  which  the  demands  of 
Christian  discipleship  present  now  and  in  the 
days  ahead.  They  are  seeking  to  be  committed 
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to  the  way  of  Christ,  which  is  the  way  of  recon- 
ciliation and  forgiveness,  in  a situation  in  which 
power  is  becoming  theirs  whilst  racial  and  trib- 
al tensions  remain. 

The  heightened  awareness  which  has  come  to 
us  of  the  conditions  of  life  of  millions  in  Africa 
has  led  us  to  re-affirm  our  belief  as  Friends  in 
the  unique  worth  to  God  of  each  individual,  and 
in  the  inalienable  right  of  every  person  to  grow 
in  freedom  to  his  or  her  full  stature,  spiritual, 
intellectual  and  physical.  We  have  reached  out 
in  our  prayers  to  all  whose  growth  and  develop- 
ment is  still  hindered  by  governments  in  which 
they  are  denied  an  effective  part. 

Friends  from  many  places  have  made  us  aware 
of  the  tensions  and  struggles  now  so  widely 
spread,  and  at  times  we  have  felt  oppressed  with 
the  evil  throughout  the  world.  But  we  have  been 
conscious  of  the  presence  of  the  God,  “Who  de- 
clarest  His  almighty  power  most  chiefly  in  show- 
ing mercy  and  pity.”  Like  the  Palmist  we  have 
said:  “I  had  fainted  unless  I had  believed  to 
see  the  goodness  of  the  Lord  in  the  land  of  the 
living.” 

We  are  deeply  conscious  of  the  responsibility 
resting  on  us  to  share  with  East  African  Friends 
the  continuing  tasks  which  they  face.  Their 
resources  in  training,  education  and  leadership, 
as  well  as  in  material  things,  are  small  in  re- 
lation to  their  need.  Friends  in  areas  with  im- 
measurably greater  resources  in  these  particular 
respects  are  called  to  be  fellow-workers  ^vith 
them,  in  the  sure  knowledge  that  we  are  all  fel- 
low-workers with  God. 

Friends  should  be  bound  together  in  the  com- 
munity of  prayer  for  each  other  and  for  peo]:)les 
everywhere. 


FROM  NAIROBI,  KENYA 

Dear  Editor  and  Friends, 

For  the  one  hundred  twenty  or  so  Friends 
from  outside  Africa,  this  meeting  of  the  Friends 
World  Committee  has  been  a most  exciting  ex- 
perience, and  it  seems  that  it  has  also  been  an 
exciting  experience  to  East  Afriean  ami  other 
African  Friends.  One  might  sum  up  mueh  of 
the  significance  of  the  Friends  M’orld  Ck)imnit- 
tee  by  saying  that  this  is  the  onK’  Quaker  or- 
ganization that  conld  ha^•e  brought  about  this 
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event  at  this  time:  namely,  brought  Friends 
from  the  other  continents  here  to  Africa  during 
“Africa’s  year,’  to  live  and  work  and  talk  together 
for  ten  days,  and  to  visit  a good  many  local 
meetings  of  East  African  Friends. 

I suppose  this  last  event  was  the  single  most 
impressive  thing  for  Friends  from  the  United 
States  and  elsewhere.  Floyd  Schmoe  and  Gretch- 
en  Tuthill,  I think,  would  agree  that  our  visit- 
ing and  taking  part  in  nearby  Meetings  (Quar- 
terly Meetings  each  of  two  Sundays  in  my  case) 
made  us  feel  the  warmth  and  enthusiasm  of 
African  Friends  and  a sense  of  our  common 
faith,  regardless  of  certain  superficial,  and  inter- 
esting, differences.  Both  meetings  I attended 
were  out  of  doors.  Perhaps  750  people,  sitting 
Palestinian  fashion  on  a hillside,  were  at  the 
first  of  these  meetings;  350,  at  the  second.  The 
sessions  lasted  between  2 and  3 hours  each. 

I was  glad  to  be  able  to  visit  both  the  Ax 
Nelsons  and  the  VISA  group  in  northern  Tan- 
ganyika. I found  the  Baileys  recovered  in  an 
amazing  way  from  their  aecident,  and  apparent- 
ly as  good  as  ever— which  is  good!  The  VISA 
people  were  still  at  their  background-training 
period,  learning  Swahili  and  taking  advantage 
of  every  passing  African  family  to  practice  on. 
Later,  each  of  the  twelve  is  to  work  under,  and 
with,  a trained  African  in  the  sort  of  social  serv- 
ices or  technical  services  they  are  going  to  do 
over  the  coming  two  years.  The  Nelsons  are  in 
a new  house  designed  by  Ax.  The  job  Ax  has 
done  with  the  coffee  co-op  is  a terrific  one. 

Oh,  yes.  I’ve  seen  zebra,  giraffe,  impala  and 
other  wonderful  creatures  walking  about  as  if 
they,  too,  are  part  of  the  “uhuru”  (independ- 
ence) movement.  (Plus  one  lion  family  at  a 
convenient  little  distance. )

ON  A PEACE  MISSION 

Ross  Flanagan,  member  of  the  Berkeley 
Aleeting  and  former  associate  peace  education 
secretary  of  the  San  Francisco  AFSC  office,  is 
traveling  this  fall  on  the  West  Coast  under  the 
weight  of  a concern  for  greater  discussion 
among  Friends  of  the  meaning  of  our  peace 
testimony  today.  Ross  Flanagan  has  felt  in- 
creasingly a need  within  the  Society  for  a dia- 
logue about  our  peace  concerns,  so  that  we  can 
better  respond  to  the  multipicity  of  concerns 
that  come  to  us.  He  also  feels  a need  for  better 
understanding  among  Friends  of  the  various 
ways  in  which  Friends  are  led  to  respond  to 
their  concern  for  a peaceful  world. 

In  addition  to  meeting  with  interested  Friends 
in  an  effort  to  revitalize  the  peace  testimony, 
Ross  Flanagan  hopes,  if  the  way  opens,  to  be 


accompanied  by  local  friends  in  waiting  upon 
representatives  of  communications  media  such 
as  radio  and  the  press,  carrying  to  them  our 
concern  that  they  broaden  their  coverage  of 
issues  of  peace  and  disarmament.  He  may  also 
enter  into  some  kind  of  personal  witness  ac- 
tivity, when  it  does  not  conflict  with  the  wishes 
of  local  Friends,  and  he  would  be  happy  to 
meet  with  local  F’riends  who  are  interested  in 
engaging  in  such  activities. 

The  Berkeley  Aleeting  has  appointed  a Com- 
mittee of  Oversight  to  give  Ross  Flanagan  guid- 
ance as  he  acts  on  this  concern  and  to  make 
plans  for  the  care  of  his  wife,  Dorothy,  and  their 
two  children  during  his  absenee.  Thus  far,  con- 
tributions of  $400  have  been  made  toward  the 
$1500  budget  necessary  to  make  this  journey 
possible.  Communications  with  the  committee 
may  be  addressed  to  Cecil  Thomas,  chairman, 
962  Ordway,  Albany,  Calif. 

Ross  Flanagan  will  carry  with  him  minutes 
from,  his  home  Aleeting  and  from  the  Yearly 
iVIeeting,  which  endorsed  this  expression  of  "his 
concern.  He  has  already  visited  Medford,  Port- 
land, Eugene  and  Salem,  Oregon;  Seattle  and 
Tacoma,  Washington;  Victoria,  Vancouver  and 
Vernon,  B.C.  During  October  he  will  be  in  Cor- 
vallis, Oregon,  Stockton,  Modesto,  Eresno  and 
Sacramento,  Calif.  He  will  return  to  Berkeley 
October  27,  to  report  to  his  eommittee  before 
continuing  his  journey.

CONFERENCE  OF  YOUNG  FRIENDS 

My  first  experience  wearing  a name  tag  with 
the  identification  “Pacific”  was  at  the  Young 
Eriends  gathering  near  Minneapolis,  where 
some  160  college-age  Eriends,  and  30  of  us  older 
discussion  leaders,  came  from  24  North  Ameri- 
can Yearly  N4eetings  and  6 more  overseas.  It 
is  said  the  Y.E.C.N.A.  is  the  only  Friends  or- 
ganization with  such  an  inclusive  background. 
The  evening  speakers  included  Dorothy  Hut- 
chinson, social  actionist  from  liberal  Philadel- 
phia Yearly  Meeting  and  Arthur  Roberts,  eru- 
dite young  professor  of  religion  at  George  Fox 
College,  of  Oregon  Yearly  Meeting.  The  key- 
note address  on  the  conference  theme,  “Thy 
Will  Be  Done,”  was  given  by  Elfrida  Vipont 
Foulds,  of  London  Yearly  Meeting. 

Worship  sessions  were  ever-changing,  in- 
teresting combinations  of  silence,  singing,  un- 
programmed speaking  and  formal  addresses. 
For  many  young  Friends  this  was  a first  exper- 
ience with  silence,  and  there  would  probably 
have  been  little  difficulty  had  not  so  many  older 
Friends  felt  overly  led  to  break  it— a matter 
diplomatically  handled  by  the  conference’s 
efficient  worship  committee.  For  many  from 
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liberal  backgrounds  this  was  also  a first  contact 
with  Quaker  “theology,”  and  from  some  com- 
ments in  my  worship-fellowship  group  (“Pa- 
cific” felt  quite  at  home  here!)  some  had  felt 
the  need  of  it. 

The  conference  drew  widely  on  geography, 
with  representation  from  24  countries,  ranging 
from  Japan  to  East  Africa.  In  my  small  group 
on  “Crime  and  Treatment  of  Offenders”  both 
Canada  and  Great  Britain  were  represented. 
Nineteen  of  these  discussion  groups  met  during 
the  week,  and  I was  happy  to  discover  two 
friends  of  mine  and  of  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting, 
Joe  and  Teresina  Havens,  leading  “Mental 
Health  and  Our  Responsibility.”  Albert  Bigelow 
and  James  Bristol  led  “Workshop  on  Non-Vio- 
lent Methods.”  Elwood  Cronk,  with  whom  I 
had  lived  in  C.P.S.,  hospital  and  jail  in  Oregon, 
headed  “John  Woolman  and  Elizabeth  Ery,”  and 
C.  W.  Perry  of  East  Whittier  Eriends  was  the 
leader  of  “Quaker  Education.” 

The  lighter  side  of  the  week  included  sessions 
of  the  tongue-in-cheek  Bachelors’  Mutual  Aid 
Society  and  its  Women’s  Auxiliary;  one  result 
of  such  bringing  together  of  young  Friends 
seems  to  be  that  more  marry  within  the  Society! 
Although  none  present  claimed  belief  in  water 
baptism,  there  was  enthusiastic  approval  for  a 
minute  that  the  “sins”  of  the  conference’s  pop- 
ular co-ordinator  were  “so  great  they  can  only 
be  washed  away  by  total  emersion.”  It  was  well 
that  Lake  Koronis  remained  warmer  than  “Pa- 
cific’s” ocean,  for  a similar  dunking  was  decreed 
for  the  organizer  of  a fake  treasure  hunt.  One 
delegation— and  only  courtesy  prevents  identi- 
fying it  by  true  name— had  to  accept  being 
called  “Filthy-delphia.”  Often  the  light  and 
serious  were  mixed,  as  when  a young  Freedom 
Rider  with  guitar  taught  integrationist  songs  at 
a camp  fire.  , 

My  peatest  regret  was  that  I alone  bore  the 
label  Pacific.”  No  young  Friend,  which  here 
means  from  high  school  senior  through  college- 
age  and  a few  years  beyond,  represented  us 
this  year.  When  two  Friends  took  me  to  the 
rail  depot  they  pressed  some  currency  into  my 
hand.  “It  isn’t  much,”  they  apologized,  “but  we 
hope  it  can  be  used  to  help  some  young  Friend 
from  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  to  attend  next  time.” 

I am  sending  it  to  our  treasurer  as  a nucleus  for 
a new  travel  pool.

At  the  Yearly  Meeting,  Young  Fnends  ex- 
pressed their  growing  concern  over  being  re- 
quired daily  in  school  to  pledge  allegiance  to 
the  flag  of  the  United  States  of  America. 

It  is  encouraging  to  find  young  Friends  sens- 


itive to  an  act  that  might  be  construed  as 
oath-taking.  But,  as  I mentioned  at  one  of  their 
sessions,  the  ideals  behind  this  pledge  are  ideals 
to  which  any  Friend  can  subscribe,  although 
one  might  rebel  against  being  forced  to  sub- 
scribe to  them  under  oath  — a choice  which 
Junior  High  Friends  wisely  left  up  to  the  in- 
dividual to  resolve  for  himself. 

A number  of  Young  Friends  were  interested 
in  learning  more  about  these  ideals.  Two  things 
might  be  helpful  to  them  and  to  others  facing 
this  problem:  the  address  to  new-made  citizens 
by  Woodrow  Wilson,  and  “The  New  Colossus” 
by  Emma  Lazarus,  which  is  inscribed  on  the 
base  of  the  Statue  of  Liberty  in  New  York 
Harbor.  The  latter  is  easy  to  find  in  books  of 
verse,  but  the  former  is  less  well  known.

IMPORTANT  CHANGE  IN  UN  TAX  PLAN 

The  Urbana— Champaign  Meeting  has  decided  not  to 
collect  the  Friends’  \ohmtary  taxes  for  the  UN  for 
various  reasons,  ehief  of  which  are:  1)  ]')eoplc  tax  them- 
selves for  the  UN  beeause  the>'  feel  themselves  to  be 
citizens  of  the  world,  not  beeause  they  are  Quakers;  2) 
if  the  idea  is  to  spread  it  has  to  outgiow  its  Quaker 
origins  and  be  spread  in  eommunities;  3)  indi\iduals 
should  be  eneonraged  to  have  a direet  relationslii]i  with 
the  UN,  not  go  through  intermediaries. 
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Tlierefore,  tax  gifts  should  be  sent  for  arrival  at  the 
UN  on  UN  Day,  Oct.  24.  Checks  should  be  made  pay- 
able to  the  United  Nations,  and  sent  to  the  Controller’s 
Office,  United  Nations,  Neve  York  17,  N.Y.,  with  a 
.s]recific  UN  project  or  agency  designated  as  recipient. 
It  is  very  important  that  a recipient  be  designated; 
otherwise  funds  will  be  deducted  from  the  U.S.  share, 
and  the  UN  will  not  gain  additional  funds  thereby. 
Gifts  are  not  tax-deductible.  Among  programs  suggested 
are  Technical  Assistance  in  Africa,  UNICEF,  World 
Health  Organization,  Emergency  Fund  for  the  Congo, 
Food  and  Agriculture  Organization.  Leaflets  describing 
these  programs  are  available  from  the  UN  Office  of 
Information.

Hugh  Campbell  Brown  says:  “Even  the  teaching  and 
demonstration  by  Jesus  of  Nazareth  concerning  the 
nature  of  God  and  man’s  relationship  to  Him  have  been 
spoiled  by  various  Christologies  and  other  conflicting 
intellectualism.”

It  would  seem  that 
the  Christologies  have  so  obscured  the  Bible  that  it  is 
hard  to  get  as  close  to  it  as  the  early  Friends  could.

PROGRESS  OF  LOYALTY  CASE 

To  those  who  have  exjiressed  interest  and  support 
for  the  “loyalty  oath”  test  case  in  Arizona,  Pima  Friends 
wish  to  express  their  thanks  and  ajipreciation.  At  present 
there  are  3 teachers  in  Tucson  teaching  without  pay. 
State  officials  have  ruled  that  non-signers  can  not  be 
fired,  but  also-  can  not  be  paid  from  state  funds.  There 
are  two  others  who  have  lost  jobs  because  of  their  re- 
fusal to  sign  oaths.  One  has  been  unable  to  find  other 
employment. 

The  suit  brought  by  Barbara  Elfbrandt,  member  of 
Pima  Meeting,  to  test  the  constitutionality  of  the  law 
will  be  heard  before  the  Arizona  Supreme  Court  October 
16.  A decision  is  expected  early  in  December. 

The  Emergency  Committee  to  Defend  Liberties  of 
Arizona  Public  Employees  is  now  starting  a drive  to 
raise  funds  to  help  supjiort  those  working  without  fimds 
or  otherwise  adversely  affected.  “Your  contributions,” 
states  the  committee,  “in  addition  to  helping  these  peo- 
ple, will  give  further  weight  to  our  contention  that 
loyalty  is  exjiressed  in  a way  of  life,  and  not  in  a form 
of  words.  Furthermore,  our  attorney  believes  it  will 
greatly  strengthen  oiu  law  suit  to  have  the  teachers 
continue  teaching  even  though  unpaid.” 

The  committee  is  pleased  to  report  that  contributions 
totaling  over  $2,100  will  take  care  of  legal  expenses 
liefore  the  State  Sujrreme  Comt.  The  committee  is  now 
turning  its  full  support  behind  the  affected  teachers.  The 
treasurer  is  Richard  Gorbv,  2648  N.  Fair  Oaks,  Tucson, 
Ariz.,  or  contributions  mav  be  sent  to  Pima  Monthly 
Meeting.

Reports  were  beard  from  attenders  at  Yearly  Meeting, 
and  Floyd  Schmoe  gave  an  illustrated  talk  on  his  at- 
tendance at  the  meeting  of  the  Friends  World  Committee 
in  Kenya,  Africa.  The  next  meeting  is  plannt'd  for 
April  14  and  1.5  in  Vancouver.

PERHAPS  NOT  !N  VAIN 

In  response  to  a request  tor  recent  information  about 
the  Kinzua  Dam  project  which  will  flood  the  tribal 
lands  of  the  Seneca  Indians  of  New  York  State,  the 
sanctity  of  which  was  guaranteed  by  a treaty  between 
the  United  States  and  the  Seneca  nation,  Arthur 
Morgan  of  Yellow  Springs  Meeting,  Ohio,  sends  the 
following ; 

“The  Pre.sident  has  decided  not  to  intervene  in  the 
situation  and  the  construction  of  the  Kinzua  Dam  i.s 
underway.  The  efforts  made  in  behalf  of  tbe  Senecas 
has  not  been  without  benefit  to  them,  however.  In 
1957  it  was  the  obvious  intent  of  tbe  Engineer  Corps 
to  condemn  the  Indian  lands  and  to  have  the  Indians 
absorbed  quite  completely  into  the  general  population. 
It  now  seems  to  be  generally  understood  that  a nev 
reservation  site  will  be  acquired  for  the  Senecas  near- 
by, and  that  other  help  will  be  offered  to  them  to  make 
up  for  their  losses. 

“We  do  not  believe  this  is  the  best  solution  for  tbe 
issue,  but  it  is  a better  solution  than  would  have  been 
found  if  an  effort  bad  not  been  made  in  their  behalf.’
